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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  SELECTMEN 

Two  of  the  major  issues  facing  your  Selectmen  in  1976  were  the 
reappraisal  and  the  consideration  of  the  inevitable  landfill  site. 

In  1975,  we  were  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Taxation  in  Concord  to 
do  a  complete  revaluation.  We  actually  had  no  choice,  but  we  took  it 
before  the  townspeople  to  determine  their  feelings  on  the  issue.  The 
state,  after  much  deliberation,  informed  us  that  they  were  in  no  posi- 
tion to  do  the  revaluation.  We  then  consulted  with  several  other  firms. 
On  the  recommendation  of  the  state,  the  firm  of  Eastern  Appraisal  from 
Portland,  Maine,  was  selected.  Upon  completion  of  their  work  in 
November,  1976,  several  inequities  were  discovered  and  several 
hundred  people  protested  their  increase  in  taxes.  The  appraisal  firm 
held  public  hearings  with  property  owners  to  try  to  resolve  the  apparent 
incongruities.  Finally  the  Board  of  Selectmen  called  in  the  Eastern 
Appraisal  representatives  and  refused  to  accept  their  first  appraisal. 
Eastern  Appraisal  agreed  to  return  to  Sunapee  in  January,  1977,  to 
review  their  own  work. 

Another  project  commanding  our  action  is  the  approaching  closing 
of  our  town  dump.  During  the  summer,  we  hired  a  backhoe  to  carrv  out 
some  excavations  in  the  dump  area  under  the  supervision  of  Leon  Geil 
of  the  Sullivan  County  Soil  Conservation  Commission.  At  the  outset,  the 
present  dump  site  was  thought  to  be  suitable  for  a  landfill  operation. 
However,  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  rejected  the 
site  due  to  the  fact  that  the  water  table  is  too  near  the  surface  of  the 
ground.  At  present  we  have  two  possible  courses  of  action  open  to  us: 
to  join  Newport's  landfill  operation  or  to  choose  an  incinerator- type 
disposal  system  approved  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency. 

At  this  time,  your  Selectmen  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for 
the  cooperation  of  the  townspeople  and  of  the  department  heads  in 
helping  to  make  our  endeavors  easier.

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LEGISLATURE  REPORT 


Sunapee,  New  Hampshire 

Your  Representative  reports: 

The  last  report  I  made  to  you,  my  constituents,  was  relative  to  the 
fear  of  overspending  by  the  special  session  of  the  Legislature  and  it 
proved  to  be  true.  Now  we  find  we  are  in  a  deficit  position  financially 
which  does  not  seem  to  embarrass  the  Finance  Committees  of  the 
House  and  Senate.  They  are  now  talking  of  stealing  our  Rooms  and 
Meals  Tax  plus  the  Business  Profits  Tax. 

It  seems  impossible  to  have  most  of  the  voters  in  the  populated 
areas  elect  financially  prudent  people  to  represent  them.  This  makes 
the  whole  state  pay  for  their  ideas  and  their  ability  to  spend  more 
money  than  we  can  possibly  raise. 

I  have  sponsored  laws  to  have  all  rulings  that  have  the  effect  of 
law  carefully  reviewed.  This  seems  to  upset  some  of  the  Commissioners 
who  make  these  rulings.  Also,  I  have  introduced  an  amendment  to 
Open  Space  to  tax  the  speculator  on  land  sale  under  the  Open  Space 
Law.  This  will  help  all  towns  and  cities,  specifically,  the  homeowner. 

In  general,  I  have  been  busy  looking  into  all  legislative  action  to 
insure  that  what  is  justifiable  and  for  the  common  good  for  the  entire 
state  as  well  as  for  District  8,  will  be  presented  and  carefully  reviewed 
with  your  best  interests  uppermost  in  my  mind. 

Your  comments,  requests  and  suggestions  are  always  welcome  and 
appreciated.  Only  by  voicing  your  needs  and  opinions  will  a  constant 
flow  of  communications  be  kept  open  and  active  between  you  and  your 
legislative  representative.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $37,545.00  for  a  new  fire  truck  and  to  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  $18,000.00  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established 
under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  with 
the  balance  of  this  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $12,700.00  to  trade  in  one  dump  truck  and  purchase  a  new 
dump  truck  with  sand  spreader  for  the  Highway  Department  and 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $6,350.00  from  Revenue  Sharing  Funds 
established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act 
of  1972  with  the  balance  of  this  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $9,500.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  4-wheel  drive  one-ton 
dump  truck  for  the  Highway  Department  and  authorize  the  withdrawal 
of  $4,750.00  from  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  with  the 
balance  of  this  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,200.00  to  be  used  in  surveying,  developing  a  program  and 
working  drawings  for  the  proposed  addition  to  the  present  building  of 
the  Abbott  Library  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  required 
for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  and  for 
permission  to  start  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  such  a  project. 

ARTICLE  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  following  sums  of  money  for  the  re-installation  and  operation  of  the 
local  ski  tow;  $4,300.00  for  the  re-installation  of  the  ski  tow  and  for 
permission  to  apply  for  and  accept  any  monies  for  which  we  may  be 
eligible  from  BOR  Funds.  (It  is  expected  that  we  would  be  able  to 
receive  one-half  of  this  amount,  $2,150.00)  and  $3,000.00  for  the 
operation  of  the  ski  tow.  This  area  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Sunapee  Recreation  Committee.  It  is  recommended  that  a  modest  fee 
be  charged  per  user  family  to  defray  operating  expenses,  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
apply  for  and  accept  Federal  Funds  in  the  sum  of  $65,000.00  for  the 
purpose  of  conducting  a  feasibility  study  of  future  sewerage  facilities 
for  the  Town  of  Sunapee,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  following  sum  of  money  $1,898.00  for  a  radar  unit  for  the  Police 
Department,  to  better  the  protection  and  safety  of  the  people,  and  to 
allow  the  Chief  of  Police  to  accept  for  the  Town  reimbursement  to  the 
Town  of  50%  of  the  money,  $949.00,  if  available  through  state  or 
federal  grants,  through  the  Highway  Safety  Program,  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  indemnify  all  town 
officials  and  employees  in  accordance  with  Chapter  31,  Section  105  RSA 
and  to  approve  previous  obligations  incurred  by  the  Police  Department 
and  the  Town  of  Sunapee. 

ARTICLE  29.  To   see  if  the  Town   will   vote   to   elect   one   Road 
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Agent,  if  approved,  this  will  become  effective  at  the  1978  Annual  Town 
Meeting. 

ARTICLE  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  for  the  year  1977-78,  and  pass 
any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  a  building 
permit  for  all  new  construction  and  any  structural  changes  whenever 
tne  cost  of  materials  is  over  $500.00.  These  permits  may  be  obtained  at 
the  Selectmen's  Office  without  charge. 

ARTICLE  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  take  the  following 
action:  Prior  to  final  acceptance  by  the  Town  of  any  road,  these  roads 
must  be  brought  up  to  town  standards  and  inspected  and  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Road  Agent. 

ARTICLE  33.  To  see  whether  the  Town  of  Sunapee  will  vote  to 
accept  the  roads  in  Granliden  Subdivision  located  off  Granliden  and 
Job's  Creek  Roads  in  the  Town  of  Sunapee. 

ARTICLE  34.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 
men to  accept,  at  no  cost  to  the  town,  Federal  Comprehensive  Em- 
ployment and  Training  Act  Funds  in  the  amount  of  $7,500.00  for  the 
procurement  of  a  Recreational  Supervisor  for  the  Town  of  Sunapee.  To 
be  under  the  authority  of  the  Recreation  Committee  and  to  meet  all 
standards  set  by  the  committee,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
sell  a  small  parcel  of  land  adjacent  to  the  new  bank  building  which  is 
under  construction  on  Route  11,  to  The  Newport  Savings  Bank  and  pass 
any  vote  relating  thereto.

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WATER  DEPARTMENT 

The  start  of  1976  the  N.H.  State  Water  Supply  &  Pollution  Control 
Commission  requested  that  the  Water  Department  be  responsible  for 
sending  water  samples  to  WSPCC  on  a  regular  schedule  for  laboratory 
analysis  by  the  state.  The  WSPCC  is  continually  monitoring  our  water 
supply  in  both  Sunapee  and  Georges  Mills.  Test  results  are  returned 
and  are  on  file. 

A  chain  link  fence  was  installed  around  our  reservoir  protecting  it 
from  vandalism  and  destruction. 

Our  regular  maintenance  program  was  continued  through  the 
spring,  summer  and  fall.  Several  new  water  services  were  installed. 

The  fall  was  a  busy  one,  with  closing  down  the  River  Road  pump 
station  for  inspection,  adjustments,  sand  blasting  and  repainting  to 
preserve  our  most  economical  pumping  system. 

From  the  water  improvement  program,  800'  of  8"  water  main  and 
a  hydrant  was  installed  on  Job's  Creek  Road  in  Georges  Mills.  This 
water  improvement  program  is  certainly  an  asset  to  our  system  and  our 
community.  We  hope  to  continue  with  this  program. 

In  June  of  1977  the  WSPCC  will  enforce  the  Safe  Drinking  Water 
Act.  The  Water  Department  will  have  to  purchase  water  testing 
equipment  costing  several  hundred  dollars.  Daily  water  samples  will  be 
analyzed  by  the  department. 

The  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  has  regular  scheduled  meetings 
the  last  Thursday  of  the  month.

WASTEWATER  TREATMENT  PLANT 

With  the  addition  of  Dennis  Wells  this  past  year,  the  Sewer 
Department  has  two  full-time  men  to  operate  and  maintain  the 
treatment  plant  and  eight  pump  stations.  The  bulk  of  the  maintenance 
is  in  the  treatment  plant  with  only  minor  maintenance  in  the  pumping 
stations.  However,  we  do  expect  an  increase  in  the  pumping  station 
maintenance  due  to  increasing  age  of  the  equipment. 

To  give  Sunapee  residents  a  better  idea  of  why  two  men  are 
needed  in  the  Sewer  Department,  I  would  like  to  explain  some  of  the 
duties. 

Pumping  Stations  —  must  be  checked  on  a  daily  basis,  which  takes 
two  men  one  hour  to  complete.  Standby  generators  must  be  checked 
and  started  once  a  week  for  proper  operation  which  takes  two  men  l1/^ 
hours  to  complete. 

Treatment  Plant  —  we  have  a  daily  checklist,  some  of  which 
includes  the  following;  chlorination  equipment  and  process  efficiency, 
oxidation  facilities,  clarification  equipment,  all  pumps,  electrical 
demands,  grit  removal  equipment,  sludge  wasting  process,  and  daily 
flow  recordings.  This  checklist  takes  one  man  approximately  three 
hours  to  complete  when  no  problems  are  encountered. 

Daily  lab  test  takes  one  man  approximately  three  hours  to 
complete.  The  3V2-4  hours  remaining  in  a  single  day  is  used  to  do  pre- 
ventive maintenance,  general  cleaning  of  all  facilities,  sludge  disposal, 
snow  removal  during  the  winter  months,  lawn  mowing  and  grounds 
maintenance  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.  We  also  help  out  in  the 
Water  Department  when  needed. 

As  most  people  know,  the  treatment  plant  is  over-designed  and 
presently  operating  at  about  10%  of  total  design  capacity.  This  creates 
increased  problems  in  daily  operations  and  maintenance. 

One  of  the  ways  you  as  the  public  may  help  is  by  limiting  the 
amount  of  grease  substances  that  are  put  down  household  drains.  This 
one  problem  alone  involves  one  man  and  at  least  one  hour  per  day  to 
control. 

To  say  something  about  our  proposed  budget  for  the  ensuing  year, 
the  budget  has  increased  5.6%  over  last  year.  Included  in  the  figures, 
the  electrical  charges  account  for  approximately  25%  of  the  total 
budget. 

We  will  gladly  conduct  tours  and  answer  any  question  to  the  best 
of  our  abilities,  to  any  interested  person  or  persons  that  would  like  to 
see  these  facilities  and  get  a  better  understanding  of  what  a  system  of 
this  nature  entails.

The  Planning  Board  had  a  relatively  quiet  year  in  1976.  Public 
meetings  were  held  the  third  Tuesday  of  every  month  except  Decem- 
ber. The  Board  reviewed  18  subdivisions  and  approved  24  lots. 

Three  Public  Hearings  were  held  in  addition  to  the  monthly 
meetings  to  adopt  subdivision  regulations  necessary  to  belong  to  the 
National  Flood  Insurance  Program.  The  town  belongs  to  the  Flood 
Insurance  Program  and  owners  of  property  designated  in  the  Flood 
Area  may  apply  for  this  insurance.  Anyone  with  property  in  the  Flood 
Area  who  wishes  to  improve  existing  buildings  more  than  50%  of  their 
value  or  plans  on  adding  new  structures  must  make  an  appointment 
with  the  Planning  Board  before  proceeding.  There  are  certain 
restrictions  governing  the  Flood  Zone  area. 

Dick  Morrow,  Marie  Fitts,  and  Dick  Sheehan  left  the  Board  this 
year  and  we  wish  to  thank  them  for  their  time  and  years  of  service  to 
the  Town.  Peter  Bungay,  George  Kraus,  and  John  Schweitzer  were 
appointed  as  new  members  to  the  Board. 


A  REPORT  FROM  YOUR  ROAD  AGENT 
South  End  of  Sunapee  Report 

At  the  start  of  spring  we  had  to  rebuild  the  Trask  Brook  bridge; 
widening  it  by  two  feet,  put  in  two  additional  steel  I  beams,  replaced 
planking  and  installed  new  guard  railings. 

A  rack  to  store  snow  fence  was  constructed  at  the  old  dump  site. 
Oiling  was  done  on  Sleeper  Road,  Young's  Hill  Road,  Nutting  Road, 
Stagecoach  Road,  Paradise  Road  and  the  cross  road  between  103S  and 
Rand  Pond  Road. 

Larger  culverts  were  installed  on  Penacook  Woods  Road  and  Sioux 
Path.  TRA  work  was  done  on  Hamel  Road  and  Bradford  Road. 

A  new  culvert  and  catch  basin  was  put  in  on  the  Sleeper  Road.

REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Since  its  beginning  in  1893.  the  State  Forestry  Department  has 
recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  is  a  joint 
state  and  town  or  city  responsibility.  Local  authorities  recommend 
names  of  persons  to  the  State  Forester,  who  appoints  one  person  as 
town  or  city  fire  warden  and  several  other  persons  as  town  or  city 
deputy  fire  wardens  to  a  three-year  term, 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  outside 
fires,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by  issuing  a  written 
permit  for  kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are  only  issued  at  such  times  and  in 
such  places  as  the  fire  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire  organization 
in  modern  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  tactics.  The  State  also 
provides  backup  personnel  and  equipment  for  suppression  and  preven- 
tion activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in  one  of  the 
smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the 
past  20  years.

Sunapee  Fire  Department 

From  December  1,  1975  to  November  30,  1976  your  fire 
department  answered  a  total  of  40  alarms  of  which  15  called  out  the 
entire  department. 

After  much  study,  we  have  decided  to  proceed  with  the  installation 
of  a  "Plectron"  type  radio  monitoring  system  for  the  alerting  of 
members.  Over  the  next  several  years  we  will  be  asking  for  the 
purchase  of  individual  monitoring  radios  for  each  of  the  fire  fighters. 
This  system  will  help  greatly  in  the  continuing  search,  that  involves  all 
volunteer  fire  departments,  in  getting  as  high  a  response  as  possible 
when  needed. 

During  1976  your  Engineers  worked  on  plans  for  the  purchase  of  a 
new  fire  engine  and  the  article  is  in  the  warrent  for  Town  Meeting. 
Plans  and  specifications  are  available  for  inspection  by  all  citizens  upon 
contacting  any  of  the  Engineers. 

For  the  past  several  years  we  have  had  an  excellent  Mutual  Aid 
agreement  with  the  Newport  Fire  Department.  We  are  planning,  this 
year,  to  work  with  New  London  to  develop  a  similar  aid  system.

The 
Ambulance  Service  hopes  to  continue  service  to  all  communities  in  our 
area  again  in  1977. 

The  Ambulance  Service  has  also  responded  to  all  major  fires,  in  all 
communities.  This  is  added  protection  of  life  and  limb  to  all  concerned. 

The  Newport  Police  Department  has  continued  to  serve  as  our 
dispatcher  and  has  proven  very  valuable  to  our  service  and  response 
time.

Article  26  of  the  Annual  Report,  Year  ending  December  31,  1975, 
was  passed,  authorizing  the  Selectmen  to  join  one  of  the  neighboring 
Nursing  Associations,  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Negotiations  commenced  in  August  of  1976  and  the  following 
arrangement  for  admission  to  KVNA  was  mutually  agreed  upon. 
Sunapee  would  buy  into  the  association  whose  $25,000  equity  had  been 
established  through  KVNA's  developmental  years  from  1970  to  1975. 
The  total  amount  then  for  the  Town  of  Sunapee  was  set  at  $5,000.00, 
payable  within  a  three-year  period,  or  in  one  lump  sum,  however  the 
voters  at  the  town  meeting  wished  to  do.  Again,  this  amount  is  for  the 
initial  admission  to  KVNA. 

Sunapee  is  one  of  nine  towns  belonging  to  our  agency.  The  agency 
is  supported  through  town  appropriations  25%,  nursing  fees  (mostly 
Medicare)  43%,  annual  fund  drive  8%,  grants  20%,  memorial  gifts 
and  miscellaneous  4%.  The  uniform  annual  assessment  for  each  of  the 
nine  participating  towns  is  $1.50  per  capita. 

The  Kearsarge  Visiting  Nurse  Association  is  pleased  to  be  able  to 
serve  your  community.  Sunapee  is  forming  an  integral  portion  of  our 
agency.  Brochures  explaining  our  services  are  available  at  the  Town 
Office.

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RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

The  Recreation  Committee's  resume  of  the  year's  activities:  In 
Georges  Mills  we  installed  new  bathroom  fixtures,  painted  entire 
rooms,  repaired  roof,  cleaned  debris  from  brook  and  bushes  were 
trimmed  as  well  as  septic  system  improved.  The  tower  was  reinforced, 
painted  and  a  new  diving  board  was  installed.  A  small  raft  was 
constructed  and  carpeted  with  funds  donated  by  the  Ladies'  Aid.  The 
picnic  tables  were  repaired  and  painted  as  well  as  rubbish  barrels;  a 
new  water  fountain  was  installed.  By  request  of  the  Selectmen,  an 
attendant  collected  parking  fees  daily. 

Dewey  Beach  had  new  ladders,  new  lavatories,  we  replaced  the 
cooking  stove,  floors  were  oiled,  glass  replaced,  tables  and  benches 
repaired  and  painted.  The  trees  were  trimmed  and  area  near  beach 
house  improved.  A  major  project  of  drainage  with  new  culvert,  stones 
and  sand  was  completed  for  us  by  the  Highway  Department.  An  arts 
and  crafts  program  as  well  as  swimming  lessons  was  conducted.  Three 
life  guards  alternated  with  one  on  duty  at  Georges  Mills  on  weekends. 

We  provided  funds  for  three  Little  League  and  one  Babe  Ruth 
baseball  team,  providing  two  teams  with  new  uniforms  as  well  as 
purchasing  other  equipment.  Dewey  Field  has  a  new  chain-link  fence  as 
well  as  seeding  and  grading.  A  skating  rink  was  available  at  Coffin 
Park  as  weather  permitted.  The  Sunapee  Ski  Tow  at  Tilton  Park  was 
operated  with  a  temporary  license  and  a  second  hand  rope. 

We  cooperated  with  the  youth  for  Saturday  morning  basketball  also 
aided  in  the  Spring  Basketball  Tournament.  Funds  were  provided  for 
adult  use  of  the  gym.  Dewey  Field  and  Route  11  baseball  fields  were 
mowed  as  needed  which  were  used  by  the  Little  League,  Babe  Ruth, 
girls'  Softball,  high  school  teams,  Indian  Cave  Lodge  and  the  Jaycees. 

The  Mt.  Sunapee  Skimobile  Club  donated  $50.00  for  the  Little 
League  and  a  scoreboard  has  been  constructed  which  will  be  placed  at 
Dewey  Field  this  spring. 

We  were  fortunate  to  have  some  work  done  by  a  Federally  funded 
employee. 

We  are  most  grateful  for  the  donations  and  to  those  coaches, 
referees,  umpires,  and  interested  townspeople  who  gave  many  hours 
and  transportation  in  the  support  of  our  youth  programs — in  baseball, 
basketball,  skating  and  at  the  ski  tow  as  well  as  mini-trips.

1976  was  a  very  active  year  for  the  Sunapee  Historical  Society, 
coordinating  activities  for  our  200th  anniversary  celebration. 

More  than  1,200  signatures  were  procured  on  special  scrolls  which 
were  taken  to  Valley  Forge,  Pa.,  via  the  N.H.  Conestoga  wagon, 
exhibited  here  in  the  spring. 

To  increase  our  treasure  we  sold  souvenir  Sunapee  Bicentennial 
buttons,  raffle  tickets  on  a  hand-crafted  Sunapee  Bicentennial  clock, 
(won  by  Priscilla  Sargent),  circulated  a  food  basket  and  a  money  apron. 
Our  July  flea  market  was  a  huge  success,  enjoved  by  several  hundred 
antique  and  craft  fair  enthusiasts.  Thus,  during  1976  our  treasury  grew 
from  SI, 861  to  $2,974,  a  substantial  increase. 

Several  artifacts  were  donated  by  interested  persons  during  the 
year  which  necessitates  even  more  our  acquisition  of  a  room  or  building 
in  which  to  exhibit  these  items  permanently. 

A  new  reference  card  file  is  being  compiled  by  one  interested 
member  who  has  completed  several  hundred  cards  to  date.  Recorded 
on  an  individual  card  are  births,  deaths,  marriages  and  town  officers' 
positions  dating  back  to  1887. 

The  cooperation  of  various  Sunapee  organizations  sponsoring 
special  Bicentennial  events  earned  us  the  status  of  an  official  Bicen- 
tennial town.  During  graduation  ceremonies  in  June  we  were  presented 
the  official  citation  and  the  accompanying  Bicentennial  Flag.  Our 
special  thanks  to  everyone  who  helped  make  this  award  possible.

1976  was  the  50th  year  of  the  operation  of  the  Abbott  Library.  In 
celebration  of  this  anniversary,  Gloria  H.  Quaw  of  Sunapee  loaned  her 
collection  of  U.S.  Postage  Stamps  which  were  arranged  in  a  way  to 
depict  the  200-year  history  of  our  country.

This  represents  an  increase  of  36  students  from  the  enrollment  a  year 
ago  on  January  1,  1976. 
SCHOOL  NURSE  .  .  . 

For  many  years  the  Sunapee  Nursing  Association  provided  nursing 
sevice    at    no    cost   to   the    School    District.    The    dissolution    of   this 
association  as  of  January  1,  1977  has  placed  the  cost  of  this  service  in 
the  School  Budget. 
HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN  ACT  .  .  . 

P.L.  94-142  guarantees  a  free,  appropriate  public  education  to  all 
handicapped  children.  Special  Education  and  related  services  must  be 
provided  at  public  expense  in  the  regular  school  —  if  possible.  If  not, 
school  districts  are  liable  for  the  costs  of  placing  a  child  in  private 
facilities.  An  individualized  educational  program  must  be  provided  for 
each  child.  Pupil  Placement  Teams  (P.P.T.)  have  been  established  at 
both  the  elementary  and  the  junior-senior  high  school.  Certain  school 
personnel  and  sometimes  outside  specialists  review  and  set  up  a  special 
program  best  adapted  to  each  such  student  in  the  "least  restrictive 
environment"  as  required  by  the  law.  Parents  must  give  their  written 
approval.  Funds  for  serving  this  type  of  student  are  included  in  the 
Budget. 
TITLE  IX  —  EDUCATION  AMENDMENTS  OF  1972:  .  .  . 

Compliance  with  Title  IX,  "no  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  sex" 
has  caused  an  expansion  of  the  athletic  program  for  the  girls  and  the 
purchase  of  additional  uniforms  and  supplies  for  girls'  sports. 
STAFF  ... 

The  size  of  some  classes  at  the  high  school  warrants  the  addition  of 
another  teacher  in  the  English-social  studies  areas. 

At  the  elementary  school,  plans  call  for  relieving  the  principal  of 
his  afternoon  teaching  duties.  This  involves  employing  the  present 
elementary  teacher  who  handles  this  class  now  in  the  morning  only  on 
a  full-time  basis.  The  constructive  use  the  principal  could  make  in  the 
overall  operation  of  the  elementary  school  makes  this  change  highly 
desirable. 
STAFF  RETIREMENTS  .  .  . 

Sunapee  has  been  fortunate  to  have  an  experienced  faculty. 
However,  last  June,  Elizabeth  Pratt  retired  from  active  teaching  after 
more  than  25  vears  of  service  —  the  last  19  teaching  Grade  1  in 
Sunapee.  Hundreds  of  Sunapee  students  received  a  sound  start  on  their 
journey  through  school  from  this  kindly,  competent  lady. 

This  June,  Dorothy  Jones  will  conclude  35  years  of  service,  with  26 
of  them  spent  in  Sunapee  —  first  in  business  education  and  after 
completing  an  advanced  degree  in  library  science  —  as  a  media 
specialist.  Her  greatest  accomplishment  must  be  the  establishment  of 
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excellent  Media  Centers  at  both  the  elementary  school  and  more 
recently  at  the  new  junior-senior  high  school.  Few  realize  the  time, 
effort  and  expertise  needed  to  bring  about  these  facilities. 

Both  of  these  veteran  teachers  have   earned  the  respect  of  the 
community  and  they  deserve  long  and  rewarding  retirements. 
SCHOOL  BOARD  —  GUY  E.  ALEXANDER  .  .  . 

In  addition  to  the  retirement  of  two  teachers.  Sunapee  is  losing  the 
services  of  Guy  E.  Alexander  as  a  school  board  member  after  complet- 
ing 10  three-year  terms  or  30  years  of  continuous  service.  Few  in  New 
Hampshire  —  or  anywhere  —  can  equal  and  none  are  likely  to  excel 
this  record.  With  the  exception  of  five  months,  from  March  to 
September  1947,  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  serve  as  Superintendent 
during  Guy's  30-year  tenure  so  I  feel  justified  in  mentioning  some  of 
his  many  contributions.  Very  active  in  four  building  programs,  his 
knowledge,  interest  and  common  sense  have  shown  in  all  phases  of 
school  operation.  Curriculum,  reasonable  budgets,  student  and  teacher 
welfare,  have  always  been  his  concern.  In  short,  he  has  worked  long  and 
hard  to  provide  Sunapee  with  a  good  school  system.  He  has  served  his 
community  as  an  able  public  servant.  Last  fall  the  New  Hampshire 
School  Boards'  Association  awarded  him  a  Distinguished  Service 
Award.

The  enrollment  in  the  junior-senior  high  school  increased  by  25 
students  from  September  1975  to  September  1976.  This  has  increased 
the  size  of  several  high  school  English  and  social  studies  classes  as  all 
students  are  required  to  take  four  years  of  English  and  two  years  of 
social  studies.  I  have  requested  an  additional  teacher  to  alleviate 
crowding  in  these  areas. 

We  seem  to  be  reading  more  and  more  on  what  the  public  schools 
are  not  doing.  I  urge  you  as  citizens  of  Sunapee  to  visit  your  schools 
while  they  are  in  session  and  see  what  they  are  doing.  I  think  you  will 
be  well  satisfied  with  what  you  see  being  done  by  a  fine  staff  of 
teachers. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  the  work  of  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Pratt  who  retired  in  June  1976.  Mrs.  Pratt's  many  years  of 
service  in  education  should  be  noted  with  honor  and  she  will  be  sorely 
missed  by  all  of  us  who  worked  with  her  in  Sunapee.

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REPORT  OF  CAREER  EDUCATION  DIRECTOR 

The  school  year  1976-1977  has  been  one  of  building  on  what  has 
been  successful  in  the  past,  and  moving  into  some  new  areas. 

Last  year's  imvolvement  as  one  of  the  sites  for  the  field  testing  of 
the  New  Hampshire  High  School  Career  Education  Model  has  allowed 
us  to  develop  a  framework  for  academic  departments  to  determine  their 
relationship  to  career  education  and  create  the  means  to  integrate 
concepts  into  department  structure.  For  example,  the  social  studies 
department  at  Kearsarge  Regional  High  School  is  actively  working  on 
this  as  a  major  thrust  this  year.  Last  year's  state  project  has  developed 
into  a  full  effort  this  year  to  create  a  state  plan  and  organization  for 
career  education  emphasis  in  the  schools  of  the  state.  Our  student 
outcomes  from  last  year  provide  the  present  state  goals  for  career 
education  and  as  a  member  of  the  steering  committee  for  the  state  plan 
I,  and  consequently,  this  union,  will  have  a  large  part  to  play  in  the 
creation  of  the  new  career  education  structure. 

On  a  local  level,  guidance  services  are  being  restructured  to 
provide  a  much  greater  emphasis  on  career  and  vocational  information, 
namely  through  the  Career  Information  Center  at  Newport  High  School 
and  the  proposed  Guidance  Information  Service  at  KRHS. 

A  new  catalog  has  been  published  to  increase  the  effectiveness  of 
the  Career  Education  Resource  Center  located  in  the  Sunapee  Elemen- 
tary School.  The  catalog  lists  and  defines  all  material  available,  in  the 
CERC  and  in  all  media  centers  in  the  union.  Material,  from  media  kits 
to  teaching  units  are  available  for  circulation  and  in  use  by  teachers, 
guidance  counselors,  and  work  experience  coordinators.  Many 
subject-area  teachers  have  created  their  own  materials  and  teaching 
units. 

Several  verv  valid  Federal  projects  have  been  investigated  this 
year,  with  the  intention  of  adopting  them  locally,  in  the  fields  of  alter- 
native experience-based  career  education,  and  although  none  of  them 
were  deemed  to  suit  us,  this  is  a  possibility  for  the  future. 

Television  continues  to  play  a  part  in  career  education  instruction 
in  the  union  with  several  programs  being  utilized  over  the  New 
Hampshire  Educational  Television  Network. 

Last  year's  initial  Sunapee  Career  Education  Project  at  Sunapee 
Central  School,  which  was  proposed  for  a  Better  School  Award  project, 
has  been  expanded  and  improved  this  year.  This  involves  a  total  school 
commitment  to  the  production  of  a  single  product  with  all  the  attendant 
research,  development,  sales  and  production  skills  dealt  with 
and  includes  students,  teachers,  parents,  merchants  and  the 
community. 

Many  of  our  teachers  have  become  resource  people  and  workshop 
leaders  for  other  systems  in  the  state. 

It  is  my  hope  that  Union  43  will  continue  to  be  a  leader  in  this  area 
in  future  years  and  will  make  full  use  of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Plan 
for  Career  Education  which  we  are  helping  to  create.
